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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Appeal Brief 

1. The Brief filed on 11/29/2010 is entered and persuasive; 
therefore, the rejections of U.S. Pat. 5,624,542 (Shen) and WO 
00/59613 (Mackay) in view of WO 2002/058830 (Chaput) are 
withdrawn . 

2. Claims 30-33, 35, 46 and 50 are currently pending in the 
instant application. Claims 1-29, 34, 36-45 and 47-49 have been 
cancelled. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on 05/24/2010 disclaiming the 
terminal portion of any patent granted on this application which 
would extend beyond the expiration date of Application No. 
11/049,586 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 

4. Claims 30-33, 35, 46 and 50 are allowed over the prior art 
of record. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The claims, filed on 05/24/2010, have been carefully 
reviewed and searched. The closest prior art is JP 63-264136 
which teaches a gas adsorbing decomposer comprises of a mixture 
of MgO, inorganic adsorbent (e.g. carbon, silica gel, zeolite, 
active alumina, diatomaceous earth etc.) and a heat-resistant 
binder with a metallic oxide catalyst represented by the formula 
Lni-xAxCoi-yMyOa-s wherein Ln = La, Ce, Pr and Nd, A = Ca, Sr and 
Ba, M = Cr, Mn, Fe, Ni and V, 0<x<1.0<y<l, and 5 indicates an 
oxygen deficiency number (See Abstract) . 

The prior art alone or in combination failed to teach or 
render obvious a composite comprising at least 75 vol% of 
compound Ci, from at least 0.1 vol% but not more than 10 vol% of 
MgO (C 2 ) and from 0 vol- to 2.5 vol- of compound C 3 as required 
in claim 30. Therefore, claim 30 is allowed over the prior art 
of record. Claims 32-33, 35, 46 and 50 depend from claim 30 and 
are allowed based on their dependencies.
